ſtruction fall vpon vs. For the day of the Lord (ſaith he) 
ſhall come euen as a theefe in the night. Certes our mor- 
tall eſtate declareth euidently, that we be ſo bound vnto 
death that we ate not certaine of our liſe, no not one hour. 
Out of hand may death oppreſſe vs, for any certainty that 
wee haue of the contrary . What thing is our life, ſaith 
ſaint Iames? It is a vapour that appeareth tor a little time, 
and then vaniſheth away . My dates ſayeth Iob arc more 
ſwift than a runner, yea they are paſſed away as the ſhips 
that be good vnder ſaile, and as the Eagle that fleeth vnto 
the prey. 

Againe he ſaith: Man that is borue of a Woman hath 
but a ſhort time to liue, and is full of miſery. He commeth 
vppe, and is cut downe like a flower. He fleeth as it were 2 
ſnadowe, and neuer continueth in one tate. The Prophet 
alſo ſaith: All fleſhe is graſſe, and all the oloric thercof 1s 
as the flower of the field. The grafle is withered, the lower 
falleth away, euen fo is the people as graſſe, when the 
breath ofthe Lordblowcth vpon them. Thus ſee we the 
miſery, vanitie, and ſliortneſſe of our mortall life painted 
out before our eies : and that theſe things are true, day ly 
experience prooucth. Notwithſtanding luch is our blind- 
nes, fondnes, and madnes, that wee vtterly forget the vn- 
certaintic of this our wretched and ſhort life, and promiſe 
our ſelues the lowriſhing years of Neſtor, or the long lite 
of Methuſalem. We may right well be likened co that vn» 
godly rich man. ot whom we read in the goſpell of Luke,

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ch madeprouifion for a great number of yeares, pro- 
ing himſelfe long to liue vpon the face of the earth, & 
{>rgetteth himſelfe to be mortall, and bound vnto death. 
ut when hee thought leaſt of death, and was moſt buſily

The -almograph ſaith, He heapeth vpp treaſure vpon 
treaſure,and yet knoweth he not for whom hee gathereth 
it. After this ſort doo we behaue our ſelues at this day, we 
moile and turmoile our ſelues in ſtudying & deuiſing how 
we may come by the gifts of glaſſie Fortune Me refuſe no 

paines, no labours to become rich and wealthie in worldly 
goodes. Yea ſo blinded are our hearts, that the ncerer wee 
ap»roche vuto the end of our lite, the more ſtudious, care- 
| full, and diligent are we to get the ſubſtance of the world. 
We remember not this ſaying of the holy Apoſtle. Godli- 
ves is great riches, if a man be content with that he hath, 
For we brought nothing into the world, neither may wee 
Carric any thing out, but when we haue food and raiment, 
let vs therewith be content.
